CZAR’S TROOPS NOW 
IN FINE CONDITION 


Soldiers Are Well Fed and 
Have Plenty Of 
Ammunition

WITH THE RUSSIAN ARMIES on 
the Central Russian Front, August 15, 
via Petrograd to London, Aug. 17.— 


The continued success of General 
Brussiloff's two powerful movements, 
which gradually are enveloping Kovel 
and Lemberg, have begun to have a 
marked effect on the situation in the 
central portion of the front, which, 
except for small Russian gains in the 
lake region south of Dvinsk, has re- 
mained virvually unchanged since the 
Russians fell back last autumn to the 
line from Dvinek to the Pinsk marshes. 
The Austrian line now has receded so 
far before the repeated thrusts of the 
southwestern Russian forces in south- 
ern Poland and Galicia that the Ger- 
mans are in danger of a flanking 
movement from the south, 

Despite the desultory bursts of ac- 
tivity at vurious points, Russian of- 
ficers say there are many indications 
that the Germans are prepared to 
abandon their present line on this 
part of the front at any moment. 

The correspondent of the Associat- 
ed Press made a week's tour along the 
front commanded by General Alexie 
Evert, from Lake Narocz to the region 
of Baranovichi, and found the Rus- 
sian soldiers most anxious for an op- 
portunity to advance as soon as the 
command is given, The armies com- 
manded by General Evert are the same 
which, crippled by a shortage of am- 
munition and supplies, were forced 
to surrender a large part of Poland a 
year ago. Commanders who brought 
back only broken remnants of their 
divisions to the present positions are 
now in charge of splendidly equipped 
units, The men share with their of- 
ficers the determination to recapture 
the ground lost in Poland.

MANITOBA CROP

Says Official Provincial 
Report

WINNIPEG, Aug, 17.—An_ official 
crop report for the province was 
sued from the Manitoba department 
of agriculture today The yield of 
wheat will be very low, it says, and 
the grade from No. 3 downward. Oats 
and barley will be a fair crop,

“Wheat cutting began first in the 
Red River valley, where in some places 
the crop is more than half cut. In the 
northern areas of the province wheat 
harvesting is just starting. Oate and 
barley are generally a few days laier 
than wheat, 

“Wheat is badly rusted except in 
the northern areas, which are reported 
more promising, In the woret districts

Alleged Bleiler Tried to Sell 
Aerial Torpedo To 
Geiinans 


The first chapter in a war story em- 
bodying the adventures of impecunious 
inventors, alleged German agents, we!l 
known members of the German em- 
bassy, detectives, and a number of 


subordinate characters, atl revolving 
round the central figure of a wonder« 
ful automatic aerial machine, has now 
been closed at the Edmonton police 
court, and in the next the scene will 
be laid before the judge in the District 
Criminal Court. 

Yesterday afternoon, after a hearing 
which has extended over two dayr, 
Magistrate Belcher said that he was 
of opinion that some strong evidence 
had been produced by the prosecution, 
and therefore his decision was that 
John Jacob Bleiler, of Wetaskiwin, 
charged with trading with the enemy, 
contrary to the order-in-council dated 
October 30, 1914, shonld be remanded 
for trial at the next Criminal Court. 

Invented Acrial Torpedo, 

The whole story is that Ernest He- 
densirom, a Swede, has invented a 
marvellous machine which, according 
to description, is in the nature of an 
“erial torpedo, which can be fired into 
the air, will travel to any predeter- 
riined poft, drop bombs ard then re- 
turn to its original base. Also the 
machine when in the air, will take 
Photographs of the country below. It 
is claimed that bombs can be carried 
100 miles and then dropped, with the 
oid of the machine. Hedenstrom, as is# 
Usually the case with inventors, ‘had 
no cash to develop the moechine, the 
fame of which had spread = abroad 
srouad Wetaskiwin, and the basis of 
the prosecution rests on the allegation 
that John Jacob Bleiler, hearing of 
the invention, told Hedenstrom thet 
he could get him the money to per- 
fect his “aeroplane invention,” and 
‘hen opened negotiations with agents 
in the United States with the Idea cf 
vecuring the machine for Germany. 

Hedenstrom even then was in com- 
munication with the Allies, but foar- 
ing that Bleiler wished to secure con- 
trol of the invention to hand it over 
to the Fatherland, under instructions 
from & man named Kiiott, decided to 
lead accused along and presumably 
fell in with his plans, 


Introduction to Hun Ambassador, 


Armed with a letter of introduction 
to the German ambassador, provided 
Ly Bleiler, Hedenstrom, having raised 
$5,000 for the purpose of building his 
machine, set out for Washingten, D.C, 
lust February. Having arrived in the 
United Sty capital witness sougnt 
cut the German embassy but did not 
meet the count personally. An under 
secretary, after reading the letter, re- 
lerred Hedenstrom to a New York ad- 
cress, There, the witness alleged he 
met Vou Thral, editor of a German 
paper in New York, and Von Engel, 
whom he claimed was purchasing 
erent for the German government and 
aide de camp to Von Papen, who was 
later ordered out of the States, 

The two New York agents thought 
tavorably of the aerial teurpedo and 
told him to come back when the? in- 
vention was perfected, Hedenstrom

PRICES SHOW 
DECIDED DROP 


Both Retail and Wholesale Prices 
Lower, Says Labor Depart- 
ment Report 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Aug. 17.—According to 
the July report of the department of 
labor, prices again show a downward 
tendency, both the budget of retail 
food prices and the index number of 
Wholesale prices being down slightiy, 
A list of thirty staple foods cost $8.46 
as compared with $8.51 in June, $7.80 
in July, 1915, and $7.42 in July, 1914. 
The wholesale prices index number 
stood at L78.8 for July, as compared 
with 180.6 in June, 160.2 in July, 19156, 
and 184.6 in July, itd, In retail 
prices mutton, salt pork, milk, butter, 
potatoes, beans, evaporated apples and 
prunes declined slightly, but beef ad- 
vanced somewhat, In wholesale prices 
fodder, cattle and beef, sheep, fresh 
iruits, soda, raw silks, jutes, tallow, 
metals, chemicals and raw furs aver- 
aged lower, but grains, hog products, 
dairy products, vegetables, breadstults, 
woolens, cottons, flax products, lea- 
ther, implements, paints, oils anil 
glass, iron beds, and sundries aver- 
ged higher, As compared with July 
lust year prices were higher in all 
yroups except grains and fodder, in 
the retail prices of foods all commod- 
itles were higher than in July, 1915, 
and 1914, excepting milk Rent, how- 
ever, averaged lower,

ROBBED OF HIS 
MONEY ON WAY 
TO THE HOSPITAL 


Former President of Edmonton 
Carpenters’ Union is Victim of 
Thieves 


Word has been received in the city 
from No, 451344 Private Charles 
Stansfield Bottomley, from Bagthorpe 
Military Hospitai, Nottingham, Eng- 
land, in regard to the nature of his 
wounds Private Bottomley was at 
one time president of the Amalgamat- 
ed Carpenters’ Union of this city, and 
the Bulletin has previously published 
the brief fact of his being wounded, 
In his letter he states the Huns had 
taken a Canadian trench, and they 
were ordered to counter attack. early !4 
the morning. He says every man 
Was over the parapet in a flash, but the 
rifle and machine-gun fire was fearful. 
He had not gone very far when he got 
a bullet through the neck, and a few 
yards further on he received another 
one in the right leg, and when they got 
to close quarters he got a souvenir in 
the left leg, which fractured the bone, 
and he went down, He lay 24 hours 
in the mud and rain before it was pos- 
sible for the stretcher-bearers to get to 
him, on acocunt of continuous counter- 
attacks, He has one satisfaction, 
however, he says, for they “got what 
they started out for,” and cleared out 
the Germans, 

At the time of writing Private Bot- 
tomley had passed the danger period, 
but while the fractured leg is troub- 
ling, the wound in the neck is regard- 
ed by the doctors as serious and will 
confine him to the hospital for some 
months, He reports the hospital 
treatment as Al, Between the base 
hospital at Boulogne and England, Pri- 
vate Bottomley was “relieved” of all 
his cash and his letter wallet, along 
with the bullets which had been ex- 
tracted from his wounds and which 
had been tied around his neck as a 
souvenir by the doctors, so that he 
could see them when he came out of 
the anaesthetic,

LK. SASKATOON 
ARCADIA OF 
GD. PRAIRIE 


Late Rev. Holmes Almost on 
Deathbed Wrote Interestingly 
of Great District 


Rev. R. Holmes, the pioneer Angli- 
can missionary of Lake Saskatoon, in 
the Grande Prairie, who died recently, 
was always enthusiastic in his praises 
of the north, and of his chosen dis- 
trict in the north. Only a few days 


before his death he wrote «an article 

for publication, and sent it to the offi- 

cials of the B., D. & B, C, railway, It 
yas as follows: 

Lake Saskatoon district is the Ar- 
cadia of Grande Prairie, which again 
is the Arcadia of the Peace River dis- 
trict, It is the chosen spot where the 
first white settlers, stealthily making 
their way south from the Peace river, 
put down their stakes, as the old-time 
fur traders had done, These settlers, 
udvancing by way of Spirit River, 
where they squatted or ranched for a 
time, made nomadic pilgrimages to 
Grande Prairie, to find the great 
prairies spoken of by the Indian hun- 
ter, and to find the particular spot on 
the prairies where the air was alive 
with the screaming of wild fowl, the 
singing of birds, and the humming of 
bees; and where, in earlier times, the 
buffalo or bison browsed in peace on 
the sunny hillsides, as cattle do today. 


They found all these conditions ob- 
taining at Lake Saskatoon, In this 
lake the waters stand best the test of 
the analyst, as is natural, when = one 


considers its depth, fed by springs, and 
its high and sandy beaches rather than 
miles of muddy swamps. With re- 
gard to climate, the bear sees his 
shadow in Lake Saskatoon district two 
weeks earlier than elsewhere on the 
prairie, and ventures out to stay, «as 
the treacherous snow which shows the 
hunter his whereabouts has gone, 
while from Saskatoon Hheights, with- 


in a few miles, it may be seen all 
round, and the fall snow showers, 
which become permanent generaily, 


melt away in this district, leaving man 
and beast to enjoy green fields and 
warm skies two weeks after winter has 
closed in for the country generally. 
If anyone should doubt these facts, 
let him come in the spring and fall and 
see for himself, for as an indication 
of climate and soil, let nature speak 
who favors none. 

Lake Saskatoon district abounds in 
wild fruit, especially the ‘‘saskatoon,” 
which accounts for its name. It is 
found in profusion within a few miles, 
especially on the island in the lake. 
This island is one mile long by half a 
mile wide, with elevated and undulat- 
ing surface, and is a beauty spot, en- 
viched with the odor of ripe straw- 
berries and saskatoons in their season, 

In September, the drooping branches 
of saskatoon bushes, laden with rich, 
black, ripe fruit; the bright sunshine 
overhead, the beautiful lake lapping 
its shores, and the broad, expansive 
view, lends somewhat of an Italian as- 
pect, and would remind the experienc- 
ed traveller of the Bay of Naples. The 
soil is deep and rich, which, with the 
immunity from spring and summer 
frosts, accounts for the abundance of 
wild fruit. 

When this great prairie has develop- 
ed, as from its nature it must, and the 
present and future toilers have means 
and leisure, they, with many from 
other parts, will repair to Lake Saska- 
toon district for rest and health, to 
breathe its invigorating atmosphere, 
and enjoy its quiet seclusion the 
silence ken only by the lowing of 
oxen, the hum of the bee, the singing 
of birds, the laughter of children, and 
the prosperous calling oft husbandry.

WANT RECRUITS 
IN CANADA FOR 
IMPERIAL NAVY 


Men With Experience Are Pre- 
ferred, But Those Without 
Experience May Join 


Ottawa, Aug. 17.—The department 
of naval service wants recruits for the 
Royal Canadian Volunteer Reserve for 
service on Imperial ships in the Buro- 
pean war, 

This is the result of the negotiations 
which Hon, Rupert Guinness has been 
carrying on for the past three months 
in Canada on behalf of the admiralty. 

Captain Guinness wanted to recruit 
mer for the British navy in Canada, 
but struck a difficulty when the ques- 
tion of pay came up. The British 
pay is somewhere in the neighborhood 
of a shilling a day, and it was obvious 
that such a rate would not attract 
many recruits here, The question of 
the Dominion Government supple- 
menting it was then discussed, and 
the method mentioned aboye was the 
result, It is proposed to enlist the 
men in the Canadian naval volunteer 
reserve, giving them Canadian pay, 
and then to place them at the disposal 
of the admiralty. 

No officers will be enlisted. Men 
for the various ship ratings only will 
be recruited. Those wno already have 
experience as sailors and stokers will 
be given preference, but those without 
experience will also be taken and will 
be trained at the English training de- 
pots. Canada will pay the expense. 

It is believed that many men who 
desire to do their part, but who prefer 
the salt sea to mother earth, will find 
the new opportunity an inducement,

ORTH’S RECORD

President Umpire Was One Of 
Few Pitchers Who Could 
Bat 


Albert Orth, who now wears the 
mantle of authority and other habili- 
ments of an umpire in Tener's well- 
known baseball league, will celebrate 
today the 21st anniversary of his con- 
nection with the major leagues. As 
an umpire, Al is an umpire, and the 
least said of any of that nefarious 
tribe the better the chance of a news- 
paper to pass through the mails, Delv- 
ing into Orth's past, however, reveals 
much to his credit, for he was that 
rara avis of the diamond, a pitcher 
who could bat. 

It will tax the credulity of the 
readér to the utmost limits to believe 
it, but as a matter of fact and sober 
truth, Al Orth, pitcher, miod ye, once 
batted .400! And that in the National 
League. And he batted over .300 four 
years, Now would you throw, pop bot- 
tles at Al Orth's bean? 

Orth was twirling for Lynchburg, in 
the Virgiania League, when he firs: 
attracted the attention of the big 
league moguls. In 1895 Orth was the 
premier hurler of the Old Dominion 
circuit, and up to the first week in 
August had won 22 games and lost 7. 
Arthur Irwin, who was then piloting 
the Philadelphia Club, beat the other 
major leaguers to the Virginia phe- 
nom, and on August 15, 1915, Al Orth 
made his first appearance in the big 
league spangles. In his first game 
he got a hit every time he visited the 
plate, which was fair for a novice. 

In the remainder of that season 
Orth played in 11 games for the 
Quakers, He was credited with pitch- 
ing ten games, and he lost only one of 
them, And he batted an even .400. 

Orth remained with the Fhiilies to 
the close of the 1901 season, In that 
period he twirled 90 victories, and lost 
60 games. He batted .347 in 1897, 
and again passed the .309 mark in 
1900, 

In 1902 Orth jumped to the Ameri- 
can League, landed w:th Tom Loftus’ 
senators, His pitching arm lost some 
of its effectiveness, but in 1903 he 
again fattened his swatting average to 
well over the .300 mark. 

In 1904 Orth joined the Yankees, 
and he won 14 and lost 9 games for 
Clark Griffith's great team, which was 
the runner up that year. In 1906 Orth 
became one of the pitching mainstays 
of the club, working in 44 games, and 
winning 27 to 17 lost. In 1907 Al 
was not nearly so effective in the box, 
but his batting eye showed great im- 
provement, and he swatted the pill 
for an average of .324, The next year 
Orth’s pitching was almost a total loss, 
but he batted .290. 

Orth had a batting average for his 
entire major league pitching career, 
beginning in 1895 and ending in 1908, 
of about .275, and if any other twirler 
has hung up anything like this record 
for so long a period a study of the 
dope books doesn't reveal it, Orth 
never pitched anything like hitless ball. 
His delivery was usually touched up 
quite liberally, but he tightened up 
when the pastime was in danger. He 
was extraordinary slow on the bases, 
which was his great weakness,
